In the Claims 

1. (Currently Amended) A method for collecting, organizing, storing, sharing and 
distributing medical information over a network comprising the steps of: 

establishing a plurality of medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub-sets; 

presenting to a patient representative or a medical professional an initial series of 
questions, the patient representative being any of a medical patient, the medical patient's 
guardian, and the medical patient's personal representative; 

selecting and presenting to the patijent representative or medical professional one or more 
of the medical-encounter specific questioijinaire sub-sets based on responses to the initial series 
of questions; 

storing the medical patient's medical information in a computer database coupled to said 
network, said medical information being provided as a series of responses to the one or more 
medical encounter-specific questionnaire sub-sets, and including personal information, basic 
medical information and medical-encounter specific medical information; 

generating two identical copies of the patient's medical information in the database, a 
patient copy and a medical professional/facility copy, said professional/facility copy being 
created when said medical information is first accessed by at least one of medical facility 
personnel and a medical professional, said patient copy being a master copy , wherein said copies 
are generated using a device having a processor and in communication with the network ; 

generating one or more patient-owned organized medical history records from the patient 
copy of the medical information; and 
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generating one or more medical records from the medical professional/facility copy of the 
medical information, the one or more medical records being owned and solely accessible by at 
least one of the medical professional and medical facility personnel; 

wherein the patient representative has no access to said medical professional/facility copy 
of the medical information that is used to generate the one or more medical records; 

wherein neither of the medical professional and medical facility personnel has dir e ct 
access to the master copy of the medical information unless so authorized by the patient 
representative ; 

wherein any edits, deletions , additions or modifications made by the medical professional 
or medical facility personnel to medical information that is included in the medical 
professional/facility copy and which perjtains to information initially included in the master 
patient copy are presented back to the patient representative or authorized medical professional 
the next time the master patient copy is accessed, whereupon the said edits, deletions, additions 

or modifications mayb e may be globally incorporated, globally rejected, or item by item

incorporated or rejected into said master patient copy; 

wherein any additional information provided by the medical professional or medical 
facility that is beyond what was initially submitted by the patient representative is not accessible 
by the patient representative; 

wherein the patient representative (may use the patient master copy to create an updated 
version of the medical information contained in the patient master copy, and submit the medical 
information to at least one of a different medical professional and a different medical facility 
than the medical information was initially submitted to; and 
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wherein the patient representative may print a paper copy of the patient-owned, 
organized, personal medical history record to submit to at least one of a medical professional and 
medical facility that does not have access rights to the network. 

2. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein each of the medical encounter- 
specific questionnaire sub-sets includes one or more mandatory questions that must be answered 
before advancing to subsequent questions, subsequent questionnaire sub-sets, and optional 
questions. 



3. (Previously Presented) The mt 




of claim 1, comprising the further step of: 



establishing a designee for accessing the one or more patient-owned information records, 
the designee being at least one of the patient representative, the medical professional and 
medical facility personnel; and 

the designee securely accessing and modifying the one or more patient-owned 
information records via a communication device associated with the network. 

4. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 3, further comprising: 

alerting the patient representative as to any modifications made by the medical facility 
personnel or medical professional to information submitted by the patient representative; and 

the patient representative determining whether to incorporate the modifications into the 
one or more patient-owned information records. 

5. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

identifying the at least one of a medical professional or medical facility for whom the one 
or more medical records will be generated, said identifying step comprising providing a unique 
code corresponding to the at least one medical professional and medical facility in response to at 
least one of the initial series of questions. 
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6. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 5, wherein a first portion of the unique 
code identifies a particular medical professional. 

7. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 6, wherein a second portion of said 
unique code identifies a specific office location of the particular medical professional. 

8. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 7, further comprising disseminating the 
medical information according to information provided in the unique code. 

9. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the medical professional 
includes at least one of a physician, an administrator, a nurse, a pharmacist, a medical staff- 
person, and a.healthcare worker.

12. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising establishing pre- 
defined levels of access to the one or more medical records or to the medical information used to 
generate said medical records commensurate with the medical professional's particular 
profession.

16. (Previously Presented) The ijnethod of claim 12, wherein at least one of the pre- 
defined access levels is associated with a medical professional and permits the medical 
professional to add notes to the one or more medical records, wherein the type and contents of 
the added notes are related to the medical professional's access level, the method further 
comprising: 
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adding notes to the one or more medical records; 
storing the medical records in the computer database; and 

storing the medical information forming the basis of the one or more medical records 
in the computer database. 

17. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 3, wherein the designee is a medical 
professional, the method further comprising: 

charging at least one of the medical professional and a medical facility associated with 
the medical professional a fee for accessing the patient's medical information. 

18. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 
tracking access to said medical information over said network.

the patient representative requesting a previously submitted username or password; 
transmitting the username or password to the patient representative, if the patient 
representative answers a challenge question correctly; and 

accessing the computer database using the previously submitted username and password. 

22. (Currently Amended) A computer system comprising: 
at least one server computer comprising a processor ; and, 

at least one client computer coupled to the at least one server computer through a 
network; 

wherein the at least one server confrputer includes at least one program stored thereon that 
when run , s aid at lea s t on e program b e ing i configur e d enables the server computer to: 
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a) receive medical information provided by a patient representative or medical 
professional stationed at the at least one client computer, the patient representative being one of a 
medical patient, the medical patient's guardian, and the medical patient's personal representative, 
the information being provided as a series of responses to an initial series of questions and to one 
or more medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub-sets, the medical information including 
personal, basic medical, and medical specialty-specific medical information; 

b) store the medical information in a computer database coupled to said 

network; 

c) generate two identical copies of the patient's medical information in the 
database, a patient copy and a medical prpfessional/facility copy, said professional/facility copy 
being created when said medical information is first accessed by at least one of medical facility 
personnel and a medical professional, saidj patient copy being a master copy; 

ed) generate one or more patient-owned information records from the patient copy 
of the medical information; and 

de) generate one or more medical records from the medical professional/facility 

copy of the medical information, the oiie or more medical records being owned and solely

accessible by at least one of a medical professional and medical facility personnelfl".]] , wherein 
any edits, deletions additions or modifications made by the medical professional or medical 
facility personnel to medical information that is included in the medical professional/facility 
copy are presented back to the patient representative or authorized medical professional the next 
time the master patient copy is accessed, whereupon the said edits, deletions, additions or 
modifications may be globally incorporated, globally rejected, or item by item incorporated or 
rejected into said master patient copy. 
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23. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 22, wherein said at least one 
program is further configured to enable the server computer to: 

receive and process modifications to the stored medical information from any 
communication device associated with the network. 

24. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium having embodied therein a 
computer program for processing by a machine, the computer program comprising: 

a first code segment for storing medical information of at least one medical patient in a 
computer database, said medical information being provided as a series of responses to an initial 
series of questions and to one or more medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub-sets, the 
information including personal, basic medical, and medical specialty-specific medical 
information and said computer database being accessible over a network; 

a second code segment for generating two identical copies of the at least one patient's 
medical information in the database, a patient copy and a medical professional/facility copy, said 
professional/facility copy being created vfhen said medical information is first accessed by at 
least one of medical facility personnel aftd a medical professional, said patient copy being a 
master copy; 

a seeead third code segment for generating one or more medical records from the medical 
professional/facility copy of the medical information, said one or more medical records being 
owned and solely accessible by at least one of a medical professional and medical facility 
personnel; 

a thtf dfourth code segment for generating one or more patient-owned information records 
from the patient copy of the medical infornlation; and 
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a fourth fifth code segment for receiving a designation granting access to the stored 
medical information to a patient representative and a medical professional, the patient 
representative being one of a medical patient, the medical patient's guardian, and the medical 
patient's personal representativeff.il . wherein any edits, deletions additions or modifications 
made by the medical professional or medical facility personnel to medical information that is 
included in the medical professional/facility copy are presented back to the patient representative 
or authorized medical professional the nexjt time the master patient copy is accessed, whereupon 
the said edits, deletions, additions or modifications may be globally incorpora ted, globally 
rejected, or item by item incorporated or rqiected into said master patient copy. 

25. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 24, wherein the 
computer program further comprises: 

a fifth code segment for receiving and processing modifications to the stored medical 
information from any communication device associated with the network.

28. (Currently Amended) A method for sharing medical information over a network 
comprising the steps of: 

storing medical information in a computer database coupled to said network, said 
information including at least one medical patient's personal, basic medical, and medical 
specialty-specific medical information;

patient copy and a medical professional/facility copy, said professional/facility copy being 
created when said medical information \s first accessed by at least one of medical facility 
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personnel and a medical professional, said patient copy being a master copy, wherein said copies 
are generated using a device in communication with the network, said device comp rising a 
processor; 

generating one or more patient-owned information records from the patient copy of the 
medical information; 

generating one or more medical records from the modioal pati e nt' s medical 
professional/facility copy of the medical information, the one or more medical records being 
owned and solely accessible by at least one of a medical professional and medical facility 
personnel; and 

granting access to the medical information to at least one medical professional from a 
communication device associated with said networkf [.]"[ . wherein any edits, deletions, additions 
or modifications made bv the medical professional or medical facility personnel to medical 
information that is included in the medical professional/facility copy are presented back to the 
patient representative or authorized medical professional the next time the master patient copy is 
accessed, whereupon the said edits, deletions, additions or modifications mav be globally 
incorporated, globally rejected, or item by item incorporated or rejected into said master patient 
copy. 

29. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 28, wherein said access is granted by a 
patient representative from a communication device associated with the network, the patient 
representative being one of a medical patient, the medical patient's guardian, and the medical 
patient's personal representative.

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3 1 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 28, wherein the patient representative 
and medical professional provides the medical information, the method further comprising: 

accessing and viewing the medical information from any communication device 
associated with the network; 

providing additional specialty specific medical information relating to a second specialty 
area; and 

generating an additional patient-owned information record that includes the information 
relating to the second specialty area, 

wherein information common to at least one previously generated patient-owned 
information record is automatically inserted into the additional patient-owned information 
record. 

32. (Currently Amended) A method for storing medical information in a computer 
database comprising the steps of: 

soliciting, via an initial series of pre-defined questions, at least one of a patient 
representative and a medical professional to enter initial medical information into a database; 
analyzing the entered initial medical information; and? 

selecting at least one of a plurality of pre-defined medical-encounter specific 
questionnaire sub-sets to present to th$ patient representative or medical professional for 
soliciting additional medical information based on the initial medical information entered, 
wherein each of the medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub-sets restricts the amount and 
type of information entered[[.]] : and 

generating two identical copies of the medical information in a patient copy and a 
medical professional/facility copy, saidj professional/facility copy being created when said 
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medical information is first accessed by at least one of medical facility personnel and a medical 
professional, said patient copy being a master copy, wherein said copies are generated using a 
device having a processor in communication with the network, 

wherein any edits, deletions, additions or modifications made bv the medical professional 
or medical facility personnel to medical information that is included in the medical 
professional/facility copy are presented back to the patient representative or autho rized medical 
professional the next time the master patient copv is acce ssed, whereupon the said edits, 
deletions, additions or modifications may fre globally incorporated, globally rejected, or item by 
item incorporated or rejected into said master patient copy. 

33. (Currently Amended) A method for sharing medical information over a network 
comprising the steps of: 

storing at least one medical patient's medical information in a computer database coupled 
to said network, said medical information being provided as a series of responses to an initial 
series of questions and to one or more medical-encounter specific questionnaire sub-sets, the 
information being provided by one of a patient representative and a medical professional, and 
including personal information, basic medical information and medical specialty-specific 
medical information, the patient representative being one of the at least one medical patient, the 
medical patient's guardian, and the medical patient's personal representative, generating one or 
more patient-owned information records from the medical information; 

generating two identical copies of the patient's medical informati on in the database, a 
patient copv and a medical professional/facility copy, said professional/facilit y copv being 
created when said medical information j is first accessed by at least one of medical facility 
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personnel and a medical professional, said patient copy being a master copy, wherein said copies 
are generated using a device coupled to the network, said device comprising a processor ; 

generating one or more medical records by pre-populating said one or more medical 
records with the medical information contained in the medical professional/facility copy of the 
medical information , the one or more medical records being owned and solely accessible by an 
authorized medical professional or medical facility personnel [[^ .wherein any edits, deletions, 
additions or modifications made by the medical professional or medical facility personnel to 
medical information that is included in the, medical professional/facility copy are presented back 
to the patient representative or authorized medical professional the next time the master patient 
copy is accessed, whereupon the said edits, deletions, additions or modifications mav be globally 
incorporated, globally rejected, or item bv item incorporated or rejected into said master patient 
copy; 

establishing a designee comprising at least one of a physician, medical facility personnel, 
and the patient representative for accessing the patient copy of the medical information, said 
physician and medical facility being previously established in the computer database; 

the designee securely accessing the patient copy of the medical information via a 
communication device associated with the network; and 

tracking the designee's access to the patient copy of the medical information. 

34. (Previously Presented) The imethod of claim 33, wherein when the designee 
comprises a physician, the method further comprises: 

identifying a particular physician utilizing a unique code corresponding to said physician. 

35. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 34, wherein a first portion of the unique 
code identifies the particular physician. 
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36. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein a second portion of the 
unique code identifies a particular office location of the particular physician. 

37. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 36, further comprising transmitting the 
medical professional/facility copy of the medical information for generating the one or more 
medical records according to information provided in the unique code. 

38. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 33, wherein the physician and medical 
facility personnel accessing the one or more medical records may view and edit the one or more 
medical records as desired and wherein the provider of the patient's medical information is 
restricted from accessing the one or more medical records unless so authorized by the physician 
or medical facility personnel. 

39. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 38, wherein the patient representative 
may view modifications and updates made by the designee to the medical information initially 
submitted by the patient representative or Authorized medical professional, but not view any new 
medical information contained in the one or more medical records as edited. 

40. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 39, wherein the patient representative 
may store updated medical information as desired. 

41. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the generating one or more 
medical records step comprising automatically pre-populating each new medical record with the 
information previously gathered and included in the medical professional/facility copy. 

42. (Previously Presented) The computer system of claim 22, wherein the at least one 
program is configured to generate the one or more medical records by automatically pre- 
populating each new medical record with the information previously gathered and included in 
the medical professional/facility copy. 
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43. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 24, wherein the 
second code segment is configured to generate the one or more medical records by automatically 
pre-populating each new medical record with the information previously gathered and included 
in the medical professional/facility copy.
